The Government is paying us about half of what we could 
get for Ice furnished them, if sold on the open market. In 
short, it is costing us $40.00 to $50.00 per day to let them 
have this Ice, and anybody should be able to figure where we 
would rather sell the Ice they are gettng. 


We are doing everything humanly possible to divide up 
the Ice we produce daily on an equal basis among the various 
communities that we are serving; that is, we’re trying to di- 
vide it where everybody will have-a chance to get some of it. 


We know that the amount we can let you have is not 
< eatietactory, but remember that nearly everything else— 
sugar, meat, Coffee, cooking oil, lard, shoes and hundreds of 
other items that you have been used to buying in unlimited 
quantities—are now short and the amounts you can buy are 
far from satisfying in most instances, 


When you feel like criticizing us, just remember there is 
a war on and that we are dong just as you; that is, we are 
trying to do the very best we can under a trying situation, 
and we assure you that the minute things ease up to the..point 
where we have enough Ice, we will immediately resume deliy- 
ery service on all routes all over our trade territory and give 
you the same service as in the past. 


Remember that before this war condition caught up with 
us we had a plentiful supply of Ice for everybody's needs, a 
low price and good service. ‘This we can guarantee you we 
will have again as soon as the war is over, as the congésted 
condition we are now enduring will cure itself almost over 
night and we will be knocking at your door again begging 
you to take some Ice.

YOUNG’ST WAR MOTHER 
COFFEE COUNTY NATIVE 


Records in the probate 
office in Enterprise tend to 
verify a story originating in 
Houston, Texas, recently, 
that probably the youngest 
service mother in the nation 
is a native of Enterprise. 

The records show that on 
the 25th day of April, 19238, 
Nora Lee Ramer was mar- 
ried to James Milley Sim- 
mons. The service took place 
at the home of G. W. Car- 
lisle, j. p., Who performed 
the ceremony. No’ages were 
recorded on the books of 
Probate Judge J. A. Carn- 
ley, but the bride, now Mrs. 
St. John, of Houston, Texas, 
stated that she was 9 and 
her bridegroom 19. 

‘The story as published 
was: “Mrs. Nora L. St. John, 
29 years old and the mother 
of an 18-year-old soldier, is 
believed to be the youngest 
service mother in the na- 
tion. She said she was mar- 
ried in Enterprise, Ala., at 
the age of 9 because her 
first husband promised her 
all the candy, oranges and 
clothes she wanted.” 

Her son, Pvt. James Cur- 
tis Simmons, now on active 
duty with the Army at San 
Diego, Calif., was born when. 
she was 11. “My first hus- 
band, whom I divorced in 
1932, raised me,” she said.” 

Mr. Carlisle, a perennial 
justice of the peace, after 
20 years, continues his role 
of the “marrying judge.” 
When questioned for his 
personal recollections, he 
said, “Done married too 
many to recollect that far 
back.’ 

NOW IS GOOD TIME 
TO CUT PEANUT POLES 


Farmers growing peanuts 
this year will profit by cut- 
ting the poles now for stack- 
ing the peanuts when har- 
vested. 

J. B. Wilson, extension ag- 
yicultural engineer, says it 
will be good business to cut 
these stack poles and let 
them dry. Best poles are 
814 to 9 feet long and are 
approximately three inches 
in diameter at the top. Two 
4-foot cross pieces for each 
pole are needed. They can 
be made of 1x4 inch boards, 
saw edgings, or 4-inch poles 
split open.

COFFEE FARM BOYS 

HAVE MANY PROJECTS 

The words “farmers and 
patriots” have been linked 
in the making of American 
history since the famous bat- 
tle of Concord. A spirit of 
patriotism impels the farm 
boys of Coffee County who 
attended agricultural class- 
es when school was in ses- 
sion, to put their lessons in 
food and feed production 
into practice this summer. 

Students in the Coffee 
County High School, Enter- 
prise, are typical of those in 
other localities, These boys 
are carrying the following 
projects: 15 acres of cot- 
ton; 105 aeres of corn; 
106% acres of peanuts; 6Y2 
acres of potatoes; 47 sows 
and their pigs; 1,500 chick- 
ens; 5 beet calves; 18 dairy 
cows; 25 turkeys. 

In addition to these pro- 
jects the boys are improving 
farm lands; 17 home 
grounds are receiving atten- 
tion; 12 homes are being im- 
proved; 125 acres of land 
have been terraced; 25 acres 
of legumes planted; 637 
fruit trees given proper care ; 
52 acres of pasture improv- 
ed; 41 home gardens are be- 
ing cultivated, and 6 agri- 
cultural libraries have been 
started. A total of 615 sup- 
plementary farm practices 
have been or are in process 
of completion by this group 
of 41 boys. 

In vacation, as in school 
months, they will have the 
supervision of their teach- 
ers. 

SPRING PASTURES AND 
SOIL CONSERVATION 


Allowing cattle to graze 
spring pastures before the 
grass has made sufficient 
growth to withstand full 
use, is a good example of 
haste making waste, says J. 
T. Albritton, soil conserva- 
tionist of the Wiregrass soil 
conservation district. 

Too early and too heavy 
spring grazing does not pay, 
the conservationist points 
out, even though it is hard 
to resist the temptation 
when pastures begin to 
“green up.” 

While pasture grasses 
are rich in nutrients during 
the spring growth period, 
they may be prevented from 
making full growth by over 
grazing. Grass should be 
high enough for cattle to 
get a good mouthful when 
grazing it, and in case of 
new plantings the soil should 
be firm enough so that when 
the cattle walk o n it they 
will not destroy the plants. 

If these precautions are 
not observed and cattle are 
turned onto pasture too 
early, the amount of graz- 
ing will be reduced mate- 
rially later in the season, 

When pastures come on 
somewhat slowly, it may be 
desirable to turn the cattle 
out for only one or two 
hours a day. Sometimes a 
10tational system of grazing 
is advisable. In rotational 
grazing, a portion of the 
pasture is rested while the 
Que portion is being graz- 
ed,

JOHN'S COUNSEL 'TO CHRISTIANS 


LESSON TEXT—II John 4-11; II John 
5-12, 

GOLDEN TEXT—Beloved, I pray that 
in all things thou mayest prosper and be 
in health, even as thy soul prospereth,— 
III John 2, 


Christians need guidance, especial- 
ly in their home and church rela- 
tionships, The apostle John, under 
the inspiration of the Holy Spirit, 
wrote the two personal letters known 
to us as II and III John, They 
abound in sound spiritual, practical 
advice. Note that these two words 
belong together, for what is truly 
spiritual cannot help but be tre- 
mendously practical and perfect for 
the direction of thought and life, 

In these letters five admirable les- 
sons are taught, Let us give heed 
to them, ‘They are appropriate to 
our day. 

I. Set an Example Before Your 
Children (II John 4-6). 

We may not like to admit ft, but 
our children are largely what we 
make them by their training—or 
lack of it—in the home, Parents 
have the grave and at the same time 
precious responsibility of being wat 
they want their children to be. We 
set the mold of their thinking and 
acting, not only about material 
things, but mentally and spiritually, 
which is far more important. 

Above all we must teach them by 
precept and example to love God su- 
premely, and to walk after His com- 
mandments, Father, mother, have 
you done your duty? Are your chil- 
dren ‘‘walking in truth’ (y. 4)? 


Il, Be on Guard Against False 
Teachers (II John 7-11). 

We are not to countenance false 
teaching even by entertaining such 
teachers, or having close fellowship 
with them. To create the impression 
before the world and the- Church 
that they are “not so bad,’’ by ap- 
pearing as their friends, is to par- 
take of their evil works (v. 11). This 
is a serious matter, and one which is 
a problem in the Church today. 

Such teachers may easily be rec- 
ognized. They are aptly described 
by Dr. Douglass: ‘‘In all ages the 
Church has been plagued by those 
who want to substitute something for 
pure Christian faith, or to embroider 
it with bright ideas of their own con- 
ceiving. Such people. may try to 
strip religion of its supernatural as- 
pect and reduce it to a merely ra- 
tionalistic system. They may seek 
to slyly loosen the moral standards 
of the Church because their own 
lives are deficient when measured 
by such standards, They may try to 
minimize the teaching of the cross 
because it stands for sacrifice.’’ 
Watch against them, and stand 
against their destructive teaching. 


Ill. Be Diligent in Putting For- 
ward True Teachers (III John 5-8). 

The door which should be closed 
against false teachers should be 
opened wide to those who are faith- 
ful teachers of the truth. _ 

This refers primarily to the hos- 
pitality of the home, and reminds 
us of a grace which has been all but 
forgotten in these days of small 
apartments. 

Whether we are able to open our 
homes to God's servants or not, we 
can show a Christian spirit of genu- 
ine hospitality in helping to bring 
them forward (v. 6) in their work. 
This may be done by gifts of money, 
by kindness shown in time of need, 
by a real interest in their work, by 
recommending them to others who 
wish to hear the truth. 

Do everything possible, then, to 
hinder the false teacher, and be just 
as diligent to put forward the minis- 
try of the true man of God. 

IV. Do Not Trust Proud, Self- 
Seeking Leadership (III John 9-11). 

A man may be orthodox, and in- 
tensely loyal to the denomination, 
and at the same time be a wicked 
man whose example is to be 
shunned. No word is said against 
the teaching of Diotrephes. He was 
not condemned for being careless 
about the affairs of the church, or 
unfaithful in his attendance and de- 
yotion to its interest as he saw them, 

The sin of Diotrephes was pride, 
a desire to be the boss of the church, 
“No. 1 man” in its affairs. Lacking 
the true spirituality which always re- 
sults in humility, he opposed the 
apostle. Not only did he refuse to 
receive him, but used pressure on 
others who were willing to be hos- 
pitable. 


Vv. Emulate the Life of the Man 
of Good Report (III John 12). 

A good man! No words of praise 
could possibly surpass such a testi- 
mony. The world is full of brilliant, 
skilled, wealthy and prominent peo- 
ple, but there is an appalling dearth 
of good men and women. 

How refreshing to meet, and how 
delightful to know, such a man—such 
a woman. Like Demetrius, they 
have not only the witness of the 
Church, and of the truth, but also of 
“all men.”’ But last week we said 
the world hates real Christians. It 
does, but it also respects them, and 
is forced to bear witness to their 
reality and goodness. 

Professed fellowship with God in 
Christ which does not result in good- 
ness of life may well be scrutinized.

Bayonet Charge 
raeew eee

Enterprise is proud of Sgt. 
Arthur Godwin, farm youth 
from Cool Springs commu- 
nity, who led his company in 
one of the few bayonet 
charges made by Americans 
in the Tunisian war, 

The company’s 
commanding officer was in 


a hospital before the battle Store 
the and 


started that day when 
men were pinned down in a 
wheat field on the slope of 
a hill where they would be 
butchered with German ma- 
chine guns if they stirred. 

In mid-afternoon a Ger- 
man shell found Lt. Richard 
Cole of Manchester, Mass., 
who was in command, shat- 
tering a leg. Lt. Theodore 
Antonelli of New Britain, 
Con., took over. A German 
hand grenade — scattered 
fragments over his chest 
four hours later, putting him 
out of action. 

There the Coffee County 
sergeant came into the pic- 
ture, as the story is told: 
“Next in line of command 
was Sgt. Arthur Godwin. He 
instantly assumed the com- 
mand expected of him, and 
carried it so well that today 
his praises are being sung 
throughout the whole divi- 
sion, 

“Set. Godwin led his men 
in one of the few bayonet 
charges Americans made in 
the Tunisian war. They did 
not kill or capture. the ene- 
my. He just fled in terror, 
yelling, ‘Madmen! Mad- 
men!” The hill was taken. 

‘Sgt. Godwin is from En- 
terprise, Ala., the cotton 
town that is famous for its 
statue to the boll weevil. 
Back home he used to drive 
a truck, and in season he 
roved the Florida orchards 
as a fruit picker. He has 
been in the Army more than 
three years. 

“Godwin is a tall, nice- 
looking fellow of 26. His 
manner is quiet and consid- 
erate. There is something 
calmly forceful about him. 
He is the kind of a man you 
like to have faith in. 

“Everybody in the yregi- 
ment, including its com- 
manding officer, wished that 
Godwin could keep the com- 
pany, he had served so well. 
But it was impossible. Other 
officers in the battalion de- 
served a company command, 
so Sgt. Godwin was replac- 
ed next day.” 

But wait! The story does 
not have a bitter or sad 
ending Godwin had had a 
commission in the offing 
ever since he landed in Af- 
rica, six months ago. It was 
one of these army things. 
Months passed and nothing 
happened. Like a good sol- 
dier, he kept on plugging as 
a sergeant. But the division 
commander has put a stop 
to that nonsense. He exer- 
cised his right to promote a 
man on the battlefield, and 
within a few hours after the 
last German was marched 
off the hill, Sgt. Godwin was 
Lieutenant Godwin. A com- 
pany command will not be 
far behind. 

“Everybody is glad. That’s 
the way good men rise to 
their rightful niche in bat- 
tle, where true character 
shows and red tape is a 
hated phrase.” 

Lt. Goodwin is son of Os- 
car Godwin, a_ substantial 
Coffee County farmer. His 
mother, now deceased, was 
Miss Damaris Hood. A bro- 
ther, Billy, is in service at 
an Illinois camp, two are 
farmers, diligently engaged 
in food production for Un- 
cle Sam, and several other 
younger brothers and sisters 
reside in or near the old 
home. 

A relative who contribut- 
ed to this story stated that 
Arthur is not an entirely re- 
constructed Southerner and 
has fought several famous 
private battles in defense of 
his section.

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CUTTINGS PRODUCE 
QUALITY POTATOES 


Setting .vine cuttings of 
sweet potatoes can overcome 
the plant shortage experi- 
enced this spring and the 
crop grown from vine eut- 
tings is preferred for mar- 
ket, says Lyle Brown, exten- 
sion horticulturist of the A. 
P. 1, Auburn, 

Setting vine cuttings af- 
fords an easy and inexpens- 


ive method of increasing 
the early plantings. Fields 
set with plants in April 


should give enough vine cut- 
tings in June to increase the 
oviginal setting by four or 
five times, 

Preparation of the ground 
should be done at least two 
or three weeks in advance 
of actual planting.  Fertili- 
zer at the rate of 600 to 800 
pounds of a 4-10-7 should 
be put down and bedded on, 
allowing rain to settle the 
soil, if possible, before set- 
ting the plants, Cuttings 10 
to 12 inches long set about 
a foot apart on average land 
will usually give best results. 
The tips of the vines make 
the most satisfactory cut- 
tings, but any part of the 
long vines can be used.

A shortage of feeds, par- 
licularly feeds of high pro- 


tein ‘content, has put the 
loating hen on the spot, 
says John Ivey, extension 


poultryman, A, BP. 1, in giv- 
ig Ways poultry producers 
may help solve the present 
teed situation. Some are: 

l. Market hens that go 
out of production during the 
summer and early fall. 

2. Sell or eat slow grow- 
ing pullets that do not give 
promise of developing into 
profitable layers. 

3. Market the roosters. 

4, Control of lice and 
mites, use of non-waste feed- 
crs, control of rats and mice 
and utilize pastures and 
green feed, 

GRAZING CROPS HELP 

EASE FEED SHORTAGE 


Auburn, Ala, —- Farmers 
throughout the state are 
urged by W. W. Cotney, as- 
sistant extension agrono- 
mist, to make plans for tem- 
porary grazing crops to help 
ease the feed shortage. Dit- 
ferent crops can be planted 


in the next month or two 
Which will furnish winter 
grazing for all kinds of 


livestock. These crops in- 
clude Italian ryegrass, 
small grains, crimson clo- 
ver, and vetch and oat com- 
bination, 

As an example of the 
value of Italian ryegrass as 
au grazing crop, 18 dairy 
cows were carried from Oc- 
tober to March on _ inter- 
planted Italian ryegrass 
and crimson clover at. the 
Bell Mina Experiment Sta- 
tion. Nine of these cows re- 
ceived no other feed and 
produced within two pounds 
of milk per day of what 
those on full feed produced.

There are no advantages 
in keeping roosters on the 
farms except where epgeps 
are being produced for 
hatching’ purposes. 


JULY IS.PROPER TIME 
PLANT FALL, POTATOES 


came 


Alabama farmers planning 
to grow a fall crop of Irish 
potatoes should begin mak- 
ing preparations for plant- 
ing the crop in July. 

The most dependable va- 
riety to use, says Lyle 
3rown, extension horticul- 
turist, is the Bliss Triumph 
from the South Alabama 
spring crop. In securing 
seed farmers are advised to 
be sure that they come from 
clean stock and have had a 
gulficient rest period to give 
good stands of strong, vigor- 
ous plants. Moist, well- 
drained bottom land is ideal 
for fall potatees. Fairly fer- 
tile sandy loam is the pre- 
ferred soil type. 

Best seed pieces weigh 
one to two ounces and are 
planted 12 to 14 inches apart 
iu three-foot rows. Fertilize 
with 800 to 1,000 pounds of 
4-10-7 at planting time, ap- 
plying on each side of the 
seed or one inch below the 
seed.
